amazing powers of political strat- 
egy to extricate himself from an ex- 
tremely delicate situation. 


QUARREL DEVELOPS. 


A serious quarrel 
has developed 


here during the last week over Lloyd 
George's reported intention to spring 


general election on the country 


next month. The Liberal section of 
the coalition which has kept Lloyd 


•eorge in power, obviously favors 


that course, although the present 
parliament still has two years to run 
before Its constitutional 
expiration 


and there Is one outstanding item of 
the 1918 program still unfulfilled— 
the House of Lords 
is still unre- 


'ormed. 


This question of reforming the 


Lords is an 
awkward 
one for tho 


coalition for it cuts athwart rival 
political conceptions. Liberalism Is 
aimed at the full enfranchisement of 
the people and the abolition or cur- 
tailment of hereditary privilege. 
SHOULD BE MENDED OR ENDED. 


In an epigrammatic phrase John 


Morley, thirty years ago, summed up 
the 
Liberal 
attitude 
toward 
the 


House of Lords when he said: "It 
should be mended or ended " 


The conservatives, on the contrary, 


regard the Lords as a necessary 
check to hasty 
legislation 
In the 


commons, and they violently resist- 
ed the limitation 
of the powers of 


veto by the Lords when that change 
was can led through ten years ago by 


government which Included Lloyd 


George as a member. 


Liberalism and Conservatism are 


both in the same camp now and In 
the flush of victory three years ago 
both became pledged to a reconstruc- 
tion of the second chamber of parli- 
ament 
That pledge now threatens 


to rend the coalition. The House of 
Lords of course Is an anachronism 
and Its reform Is merely a matter of 
time. The Conservatives think that 


time Is now, while the Liberals, would 
postpone 
it to a more 
convenient 


season after the next election. 


OPINIONS DIFFER. 


The difficulty about the situation 


is that probably there Is an acute 
difference of opinion about the klml 
of reform to be applied to the Lords. 
Many

placed Conservatives 


want 
to restore 
some measure of 


their powers and to fortify the in- 
stitution by some elective element re- 
specting its membership. The Lib- 
erals well know that anything of 
that kind would meet with strenu- 
ous opposition from all the progres- 
sive and 
democratic forces of the 


country and would discredit every 
Liberal who assented to It. 


It would even sever Lloyd George 


from the Liberal fold 
On the other 


hand the shelving of, his pledga may 
sever him from many of the Con- 
servatives 
in his government.

George Younger, head 
of the Con- 


servative organism, bluntly says that 
if an election is embarked upon be- 
fore the redemption of the govern- 
ment pledge he will leave the coali- 
tion and Incite his friends to do like- 
wise.

CHAMBERLAIN

In a conversation regarding the fi- 
nancial condition of Milllkln athletics 
several days ago but the athletic 
board has taken no action and un- 
til such time as this is done, fans 
may expect to see the 
blue 
and 


white represented In 1022 baseball. 


Following the conversation the mat- 


ter was put up to the Student Court- 
ell at the regular meeting last Mon- 
day evening. It uas discussed hur- 
riedly, a basketball game forcing a 
short session, and a vote was push- 
ed through to discontinue baseball 
for the 1922 season But, while the Stu- 
dent Council may lend Its 
moral 


support In such matters, it has no 
voice 
In deciding one way or the 


other whether or not baseball win 
be discontinued 
The athletic board I 


is all powerful In that capacity. 


FINANCES NOT BEST. 


It was pointed out by a member 


of the athletic board that financial 
conditions In Millikin athletics are 
not as satisfactory as It was hoped 
they uould be last fall with the op- 
ening of school, When the new field 
was purchased a debt of some 58,000 
was contracted. This was to be re- 
moxed by retiring so much of the 
receipts of football games at the end 
of the season. 


Unlocked for reverses during the 


past season have put the finances In 
a delicate situation. 
Every game 


played happened to hit a rainy day, 
thereby keeping many people away 
and injuries to players have cost the 
athletic association several hundreds 
of dollars not expected. 


FOOTBALL PAYS. 


There Is but one branch of ath- 


letics at Mlllikin on a paying basis 
—football. 
Basketball shows about 


an even break and baseball and track 
almost a total loss. Even though the 
year's athletic fee amounts to ten 
dollars per student, athletic expen- 
ses are only about one-third sup- 
ported by this amount 
The other 


two-thirds must be made up from 
the support gUen by the people of 
Decatur, 


In the past baseball was not sup- 


por^d in any appreciable manner by 
either students or townspeople. 
It 


is this that Is causing the athletic 
board to devise plans whereby base- 
ball will gain the support of the 
students and of the citizens of De- 
catur. 
These plans are now under 


way. Decatur fans will be asked to 
help support baseball at Millikin. 


PROSPECTS GOOD. 


Judging from the material out at 


the universitv this year, the fans 
nay expect Millikin to have one of 
the best teams she has ever put on 
the diamond. A number of the vet- 
erans are back to make a good in- 
field and outfield. 
With the open- 


ing of the second semester, Coach 
Johnson, Who will have charge of 
tho team, expects another p!tcher 
This boy is a wonder, as the Havo- 
lines will attest, ho having blanked 
them In one game and won both of 
the two games he hurled against 
them last season. 


It Is not, then, assured that base- 


ball will be cut this year and while 
financial conditions are not as good 
as they should be, there are pros- 
pects of a whirlwind team represent- 
ing Mlllikin next spring. The board 
Is working hard to gain for base- 
ball the support it deserves and not 


I until every wav of getting it, falls 


will they think about Its discontinua- 
tion for this spring. At present the 
board Is counting on baseball and 
are counting upon the fans of both 
th» university and the city to sup- 
port it.

GO UNINVITED. 


It Is more or less a habit In Wash- 


ington to Invite one's self to parties 
that sound attractive. If one falls to 
receive an invitation one calls up 
and asks for it—or 
goes 
anyway 


even without an invitation. Nor Is 
the fashion confined to large public 
parties of an official nature. 
Hos- 


tesses everywhere are 
complaining 


that they can never ba sure how 
many guests are going to arrive for 
almost any party but a dinner. In- 
Vlted guesta call up and ask that 
they may bring along a friend to a 
dinner party or a hous_e party -with- 
out regard to number. " And uninvit- 
ed guests have no scruples about 
asking for an Invitation or just go- 
ing.

Old Timer Relates Some of Incidents When Barns 


Were As Popular As Garages. 


'Who remembers the old-time 


trading barns, the sometimes pros- 
perous horsetrader, the loafers that 
occupied the bench at the side of the 
door on hot summer days and prac- 
ticed expectorating at a spot across 
the driveway, who inhaled the aroma 
that was not mixed with gasoline and 
exhaled fables that caused members 
of the audience to nudge each other? 
The barns are «onc but some of tho 
old-timers are still here and th"v like 
to gather 'rour>1 now and then to 
talk over old times. 


LIES A PROFESSION. 


"In those days, a man that coalfln't 


ttretch the truth a little bit wouldn't 
last a month in the horse business." 
eaid one of the old-timers. "We just 
Jied to each other and If the other 
man wasn't smart enough to detect 
flaws in a horse, that was his hard 
luck. 
You can imagine how aston- 


ished I was one time when I visited 
back 
In New England, at a place 


.•where I used to ship many horses, to 
find how honest horse swappers were 
In that country. A man's word was 
almost always good there. If a farm- 
er brought in a horse to trade, he al- 
ways told what wis the matter with 
his horse and why he wanted to 
trade. 


BOUGHT STOLEN HORSE. 


'But we were not entirely void ot 


honor. One time, a young wcllow 
•with borsa and bugpry drove up to 
my place 
and wanted 
to sell tho 


horse. His 
price, considering 
the 


<iuohty of the animal, was so cheap 
that I felt it must have been ptolen 
so I put him off. He came back sev- 
eral times and each 
time cut tie 


price. 
Finally I accepted the offer 


and told him to come back after sup- 
per for the check as I wanted to tele- 
phone to the man he claimed to have 
bought the horse from, to make sure 
!t wasn't a stolen animal. He went 
away and I didn't bother telephoning 
us I thoucht he surely wouldn't re- 
turn if it was a stolen horse. But he 
did come back and I paid him. 


GAVE IT BACK. 


"Some weeks went by and I diop-

Voters' League of Illinois charged in i

made public tonight, that the 192' 
session of the Illinois legislation was- 
distinctly retrogressive In comparl- , 
son with the two preceding sessions. 


"Not only did It produce," said the 


report, "little Important, construc- 
tive legislation, but until near its 
olose the legislature was controlled 
by forces that appeared to be mainly 
•ngrossed with schemes to get ad- 
ditional patronage 
by exempting 


hundreds of state positions from the 
opeiation of the civil service laws 
The spectacle of a new state admin- 
istration which seemed to be primar- 
ily bent on Job grabbing, did much 
during the six months It was in 
power to destroy an atmosphere of 
efficiency in the state government 
which had been gradually created by 
painstaking effort during the pre- 
ceding four years. 


BUDGET SYSTEM. 


"In no way was the 
slump at 


Springfield more clearly shown than 
in the virtual abandonment of the 
state budget system, one of the real- 
ly great reforms in the conduct of 
the state's business wh,ch had been 
accomplished under the leadership of 
Governor Low den, as a feature of 
the administrative rode act of 1917 
A complete and carefuljv considered 
budget had been prepared before the 
beginning of sessions by Mr. Omar 
H. Wright, director of finance, whose 
Jonjr service In that office especial- 
ly fitted him for the task. Th s bud- 
get, which was based on a careful 
study of the needs of the various 
•tate department, provided for lib- 
eral Increase in the sums allowed 
them to meet their growing needs 
but In the final shap.ng of the bis 
appropriation bill the influerce of 
the state administration caused the 
budget estimate to be generally dis- 
regarded. 


ENORMOUS INCREASE. 


"The result was an enormous and 


an apparent y unnecessary increase 
in state appropnations. 


"Appropriations to meet state ex- 


penses for the bi-ennal beginning 
July 1, 1921, totalled $81,138,25", as 
compared 
with 
$62109,030 appro- 


priated at the 1919 session. 


"This increase of $1°.,120,237 is a 


jump of more than thirty per cent. 
the largest percentage of b.-cnnnl 
Increa&e ir the recent history of the 
state. 


SOME FIGURES.

than two and half billions.

trade balance in our favor was close 
to two billions. This balance is about 
« billion less than for the year 1920.

It is wondered 
how the rest of the world, In this 
cass principally broken and troubled 
Europe, manages this trade bal- 
ance. Probably It has only increased 
by so much the money debt owed 
this country. 


By now this total debt must be 


elose to sixteen billions. They must 
have some able cajolers over the wa- 
ter to be able to get us to trust them 
further under present conditions. 


"WON'T LET SIM PAY. 


Senator 
Smoot is 
pressing an 


amendment to the tariff bill, under 
which the President will ba privi- 
leged to declare what is called the 
American valuation plan to deter- 
mine duties to be paid on Imports.

MANY SKEPTICAL. 


This 
Impression 
of 
philosophic 


esignation about his personal for- 
unes may have come from Bryan's 
leart, or it may merely have been 
ts parlor manner. A good many per- 
lons, who argue from the known laws

smile 
skeptically 


vhen any one speaks of Bryan as 
having foresworn ambition. 


They say that no one ca^ have 
hrown himself as Bryan has into 
public life for thirty years without 
jecoming what such an experience 
will make of any man. 


They declare that if Bryan saw the 


jpenmg for another period of per- 
sonal leadership of the Democratic 
party, he would be drawn Into it, with 
he swift momentum of an 
uncon- 


scious act of nature. 
The persons 


who say this Include many who corn- 
lose the present leadership of the 
Democratic party. Within, the field 
if political gossip, there ia nothing 
_nore common than to be drawn aside, 
ind told with an air of cryptic mean- 
ng, "Watch Bryan." 


HARDLY POSSIBLE. 


Never-the-less, the cold fact, the 


jlung Is hardly possible. There is a 
norld of Democratic voters and of 
smaller local leaders who love Bryan, 
jut so far as political availability is 
concerned, they regard him like an 
jlderly country uncle who comes to 
toun In his black alpaca coat and 
Invokes the blessing at meals and 
leads the family prayers. They pay 
urn reverence for his years and his. 
position, they listen respectfully to 
lis quotations from the prophets, they 
My him every deference of affection 
—but when It comes to managing 
their practical affairs, 
they elbow 


lilm Into the chimney corner. 


LEADERS DIFFER. 


Also these same present leaders of 


the Democratic party have no notion 
of sharing Bryan's philosophic calm 
about the offices. On the contrary, 
they ara going aggressively to work 
to acquire the largest possible num- 
ber of offices during the present year. 
They think the tide has turned and is 
unnmg strongly In their direction. 
They give you statistics showing that 
In Indiana recenly forty-six out of 
saventy-four towns went Democratic 
In local elections, and that in several 
other states, especially Connecticut, 
that results were similarly hopeful 
from their point of view. 


For these developments they show 


no specific reasons, but assign merply 
a state of general discontent with the 
Republican management ot 
things. 


And when you ask the Democratic 
leaders Just what they rely on to 
carry the coming senatorial and con- 
gressional elections they admit they 
have no clear specific Issues. 


POLICIES NOT DISCLOSED. 


The nearest thing we have had to 


a formal declaration of Democratic 
national policy Is In two speeches re- 
cently made by the ne^ Democratic 
national chairman, Cordell Hull. In 
those two speeches, there was little 
in the nature of a clear definition of 
issues. 


Ag it happens, I have been at some 


pains to familiarize myself with the 
plans of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican party managements for the 
coming campaign, and It turns out 
that bota parties expect to point 
backward. 


The Republicans are going to re- 


hearse all they have already said 
about Democratic management of the 
war, and make a plea In the nature of 
confession and avoidance to the ef- 
fect that time has been too short for 
them to cure the economic chaos In 
which they claim the Democrats left 
the country. 


TO PORTRAY EXTRAVAGANCE. 
Vivid and elaborate portrayal 
of 


alleged Democratlo extravagance In 
the management of the war, and of 
the after effects of that management, 
is to form the bulk of the Republi- 
can campaigning this year. It Is "old 
stuff," but in private conversations 
the Republicans say that circum- 
stances compel them to rely on It. 


The Republicans know the 
times 


are hard and have little faith that 
they will be better before the elec- 
tion comes. They are 
preparing to 


accept that condition as an unavoid- 
able incident of the campaign and 
frankly ask the public for another 
lease of power to give them time to 
make 
things 
better. 
Their rei' 


hope, of course, is that if they can 
manage to squeeze through the pres- 
ent year, thereafter hard times will 
come to an end soon enough to cn- 
ab}e them to claim the fstdit for it 


When the presidential 
election 


comes round, two years later, In fact, 
It Is taken completely for granted aa 
a part of the Republican policy that 
by 1924 the country will be In the 
swing of an upward boom In business 
and that 
If they can manage to 


squeeze through 1022, fate will soon 
thereafter become their partner. 


POINT TO DNITY. 


As against this Republican plea of 


confession and avoidance, the Demo- 
ocrats also are going to point back- 
ward. They are going to try to focus 
public attention 
on the last time 


when they had control of the House 
and Senate, namely, the fall of 191>i 
and spring of 1919. They are going 
to say that times then were good, 
with prices rising, and that if only 
the country had left them in power 
times would have continued good. 


They are going to dig up what even 


those close to politics have forgotten, 
namely, a formal progress for after- 
war construction, which the Demo- 
crats formulated and 
Introduced in 


Congress during their last lease of 
power. Some of the Democratic lead- 
ers go so far as to say they are go- 
ing to base their campaign on that 
old program, blaming the Republi- 
cans for not permitting them to put 
it Into effect, 
and contrasting the 


rosy 
promises it made 
with the 


actual conditions that now exist. 


NOT 
COMFORTING. 


In neither of these official party 


progiams is there much to give com- 
fort to a hungry man. Both the Re- 
publicans and the Democrats are in a 
weak position to appeal to the pub- 
lic so far as the house and senate are 
concerned. The 
Republicans have 


one Indirect asset of which they will 
make the most. They will do much 
pointing with pride to,the record of 
Harding and his cabinet in the way 
of government good housekeeping 
and good business management. 


It is quite true that it is not Hard- 


ing and his cabinet who are up for 
re-election 
this year, but on the 


contrary Republican senators and 
Republican congressmen. Never-the- 
less, the Republicans will do all they 
can to make the mantle of Harding 
stretch fir enough to cover them all. 
The information that comes to Wash- 
ington from throughout the country, 
is to the effect that Hardlng's per- 
sonal popularity continues 
practi- 


cally unabated, but that the public 
makes a clear distinction between the 
Republican president and the Repub- 
lican congress. 


USELESS NOW. 


The clear fact is that the issues 


which carried the Republicans Into 
power so strongly in 1920 cannot 
avail them In 1922. The chief Issues 
that helped the Republicans in 1920 
were two: First, the widespread dis- 
sent with the League of Nations; and, 
second, a powerful wave of tempor- 
ary and emotional discontent with 
Wilson personally. As to the feeling 
toward Wilson, that has, In a consid- 
erable degree, died down, and Wilson 
is today a much more appealing fig- 
ure than he was during the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1920. But that will 
avail neither the Republicans, nor 
the Democrats. 


President Wilson's health is such 


that he will rot be able to provldo 
the- Democrats with any leadership 
this year. Every once In a while It 
Is said that he will be, but evervone 
close to the facts know It cannot be. 


ISSUES GONE. 


As to the policy of isolation from 


European affairs which 
helped the 


Republicans so much In 1920, that 
issue has completely gone by the 
board 
At the present moment, In- 


deed, the Republican party Is asking 
the country to endorse a partial step 
toward International co-operation o 
the same sort that Wilson, through 
the League of Nations, proposed In a 
greater 
degree. 
The Republicans 


can no longer preach isolation as a 
doctrine, when they are themselves In 
the very act of taking the first step 
away from It 


WILL NOT HELP. 


The next of It all Is that it is the 


state of the country that will mos 
largely determine the results of the 
elections In America this year. Th 
•times are bad; and while they are 
likely to Improve materially by No- 
vember, that Improvement Is not go- 
Ing to be enough to help the Repub- 
licans greatly. In hard times, the 
party In power suffers, and the Re- 
publicans know that this year wll 
be no exception to that rule.

The 
drums broke In a. drenching-shower 
of the fiery liquid. (The melted lead 
was played upon the trenches In a 
sort of golden rain, seen often In 
fireworks displays. Viewing an at- 
tack In the darkness at the last few 
minutes before

when these 


weapons were among those employed 
was one of the most vividly specta- 
cular scenes of the world war.

signifies poverty of Ideas. He did not 
mean to Imply that the man with a 
great many words always had a car- 
responding number of Ideas. Some- 
times a man has a great spreading 
bush of words In which can be found 
very few Ideas. But the most enlight-
